SAHATOGA, N. V., August 12 — The crest of the yearliiijij market was reactietl Tliursday | 
iiiuht when the I'a.sig-Tipton Company sold in it.s Saratoga ring the con.^ignment from the 
Hiinyar Stinl (P. T. Chinn), that of Mrs. W ilfritl Viau and threr colts offcretl hy Messrs. 
A. K. Hundley ami Harry l*ayne Whitney. Not a .single youngster went for under $1,000, 
ami yet no sensational hidding materialized. The competition was steady and the hidtling 
sound at all times. 

The Himyar offerings comprisetl twenty colts and fillies, some having notefl sires and 
famous dain.s, the highest priced one here being the Fair Play Couronne de Laurier ctdt 
which S. C. Hildreth .‘icciiretl on his offer of 1-8,000 and had him put dtiwn to the account 
of Harry Payne Whitney. 

Frank .1. Kelley, well known business man and sportsman of Chicago, who has been a 
jtrominent buyer of high priced yearlings this year, secured the McGee Fnch ant ress 11. colt 
for $8,200, and J. C. Milam became the possessor of the colt by Sweep -Sournoise on his 
t.id of $8,000. 

This trio of the higher priced ones were in the Himyar Stud con.<ignment, the entire 
number realizing the handsome total ttf $88,800, an average of $4,415. 

Mrs. Viau’s offerings consisted of thirteen head, with the filly by Broomstick -Embroidery 
the star of the aggregation, and .secured by Bud Fisher for $7,000. The noted creator of 
Mutt and Jeff again played a conspicuous part in the night’s bidding, but only succeeded 
in securing two colts and one filly, at a cost of $18,000 for the trio. The thirteen in Mrs. 
\'iau’s band aggregated $40,800, an average of $3,600. 

The Hundley- Whitney trio sold for $5,100. The entire night’s offering consisted of 
thirty-six youngsters, which sold for a grand total of $140,200, a grand average of $3,894.

Bookmakers Operating Away from Tracks 
Evolve Plan for Machine Betting. 



Four of tiie biggest turf agents — tiiat is to say, 
bookmakers — oi»er.i(ing awa.v from tlie tracks in 
England Iiave comiiineil for the purpose of ereat- 
ing a private pari iiintnei system in eoiinection 
witli all of tlie great Engllsli race emirses. 

They win, a<‘<-onIing to present plans, prepare 
tile .data by wire in tiie same fashion as it is 
usually liandied at tlie track; so far as starting 
jirii'cs are concerned, tliey will total the liets. 

I retain tlie usual ten iM*r cent as their profit, ami 
pay off tlie winners as is done at tlie track. 'I'lie.v 
liope, by meain of wid<* publicity, to ui>sorb a 
great proportion tlie English lietting business, 
and expect to in* able to pay to leng-sliot winm rs, 
as well as to sliort-pii<‘e bi‘ttors, far better returns 
than tlie regular bookmakers. 

B.v placing tiieir offices in Scotland tlie inno- 
vators hope to escape tlie trials and tribulations 
suffered by Mr, Oiler, wlio, about fifty .vears ago, 
shortly after Iho invention of his “totalizator” 
macliine. wliile walking down Iligli Street at New- 
mark(‘t on liis way to set up the maeliine on tlie 
Heatli. was arrested on the order of Admiral Rons. 
Tlie admiral had noticed him in passing and liad 
him takmi to tlie police station for the night with 
ills “infernal machine.” 

A general clamor r.gnints the innovators is 
alread.v arising among the “iKK'kies.” Indignant 
letters from tlie.se gentlemen are appearing daily 
in the great English sporting papers. But W'e 
sliall watch witli interest the outcome of tlie at- 
tempt. Feiliaps it is a re.il indication of a new' era 
in English racing. And tlie mutnel might well be 
advaming in England — in an advance wliiili will 
not b<* interrupted <!ii High Street. — Viator, in Le 
Jockey.

rival more times tlian he was beaten l»y liiiii, and 
every time it was in a close linisli. 

M'iiere is no open jealousy between the two riders, 
but they just naturally seem to ride harder when 
l»itt(‘d against eaili other than at an.v otlier time, 
'frainer Sanuiel C. Hildretli s.iys that he never saw 
a pair of jockeys under engagement to the same 
stable witli the vast opportunities that they have 
get along in sneli jicrfect liarmoii.v. and wlien one 
is not riding in a race lie is invariabl.v to be found 
“rooting” for liis companion to win. Hildretli is 
responsil>le f<*r this to a certain extent, as botli 
boys sliare alike in extra financial nunnneratioii 
when one or tlie otlier wins a stake for the Raii- 
cocas Stalile. 

Tlie recent Sennings Park-Tlinnderelan race was 
nndoiibtedl.v tlie liardest fonglit of the meeting to 
date, and in it Sande triumphed over liis roommate, 
but not until after the latter had exhausted bis 
ever.v liit of skill in an effort to win. He even 
foi-eed Sande wide througli tlie stretili and be was 
onl.v beaten in tiie final strides. 

'I'liat tliese two riders owe their success to tlie 
interest wliii'li tliey take in their work is tlie 
opinion of Hildreth and m.uiiy <»t!ier turf experts. 
Tliey are tlie first to arrive at tlie stable in the 
imtriiings. and never think of leaving until tlie last, 
horse is put aw:iy. No task is t«M* Iiard for tliem. 
and tliey s«*em to derive jileasure from tlieir work.

Uonimamler Ross made Sande a present of his con- 
tract, ami he then became connected with the Raii-
